Utopian Finance Is Called

After a scathing cross-examination 
fasting al’ morning, in the course of 
which Edward G. Lewis, on trial in 
the United States District Court, 
ed a statement implied in a question 
asked by Judge Krum as a “‘dirty lie,’’ 
the publisher-banker was released from 
the stand at 2:15 p. m. Tuesday. His 


attorneys will place him on the siand 
later for re-direct examination. Arthur 
EK. Stillwell, president of the Kansas 
City, Mexico & Orient Railroad, was 
then put on the stand. 

In the midst of Lewis’ voluble testi- 
mony Judge Krum asked him ironically 
when he would finish. 

“I should like to talk a month,” re- 
torted the defendant. “I have been 
waiting so long to talk about these 
things that I do not like to be limited 
as to time.”’ 

When the counsel for the Government 
asked Lewis why he had transferred 
Mis house and lot in University Heights 
to his wife for a consideration of $1, 
when several thousands llars’ worth 
of University Realty and ;Development 
Co. bonds were secured by the property, 
Lewis sprang from his chair, and ‘with 
his fists clenched, exclainied “dramatic- | 
ally: , 
“That is a dirty, deliberate lie of you 
and the rest of your bunch. The mort- 
Gage bonds were paid up before the 
transfer was made and I have been 
fighting for two years to nail that lie 
before a jury of my countrymen. This 
is the first time that you have dared 
to come out in the open with it, and it 

will be the last time.” 

Gives Passionate Reply. 

Lewis was aflame with passion and 
gritted 1t.s teeth almost violently while 
he was uttering this denunciation of 
Judge Krum and the prosecution. He 
looked directly at the cross-examiner 
while he was speaking, and as he fin- 
ished he shook his fist in the direction 
of District Attorney Blodgett and post- 
office inspectors. 

Judge Krum, who had subjected Lewis 
to a terrific grueling, remained silent. 

The attorney for the Government con- 

tended that loans had been made on the 
house and lot out of the funds of the 
People’s United States Bank and that 
they had not been paid at the time the 
transfer was made to Mrs. Lewis. Lew- 
is was sitting well forward in his chair 
when the question was propounded. He 
had been in defiant mood all morning, 
and had made sharp and sarcastic an- 
sewers to the equally biting and sar- 
castic questions of Judge Krum. 

The dramatic scene occurred a few 
minutes before court adjourned for the 
noon recess. Lewis previously had tes- 
tified that a conspiracy among the ex- 
press companies had been formed against 
him so that he could not transmit or 
receive express packages. He declared 
this action ahd been taken berause the 
express companies feared ‘hat his certi. 
fied check scheme would deprive them 
of much revenue from the sale of ex- 
press money orders. 

At the time the noon recess of court 
was called, Mr. Lewis met his wife in 
the corridor, who was sitting nearby. 
In View of all she howed respectfully to 
her and kissed her hand. 


Haas Spat With Judge. 
Just before the noon rcecexs was taken 


Lewis had another spat with Judge 
Krum. He was asked by Krum why 
he had loaned to his enterprises $880,000 
out of the funds of the bank when he 
had promised depositors and stockhold- 
ers that he would not use the money of 
the bank. Lewis again sprang out of 
the witness chair and although he was 
vindictive in his manner toward the 
Government counsel, he did not answer 
the question directly. 

“You and your secret, star-chamber 
sessions and your sandbagging processes 
#0 annihilated the bank that if you had 
had your way we would not have paid 
2 cents on the dollar!’ he exclaimed. 
“This was an attempt to assassinate my 
bank!”

Blood Poisoning Followed the 
Paring of a Callous Two 
Weeks Ago. 





Mrs. Benjamin Kimball died at 4:40 a. 
m. Tuesday at her hoine, 4417 Delmar 
boulevard, from bloed poisoning caused 
by “home treatment” of a corn. She was 
a daughter of Gen. Fernando Lopez, 
and was prominent socially. One of her 
daughters married Judge Walter B. 
Douglas. Mrs. Kimball was 65 years old. 

Mrs. Kimball trimmed a corn two 
weeks ago and applied a corn plaster. 
Whether the Knife or the plaster caused 
blood-poisoning has not been deter- 
mined, but it is bellievea by physicians 
attending to have been the plaster. The 
foot swelled rapidly and was inflamed. 
Lancing did not relieve the trouble, and 
it was decided that Mrs. Kimball could 
not stand amputation. She sank rapidl¢ 
to her death. 

Mrs. Kimball was Francisca Lopez 
She was born in Chihuahua, Mexico. 
When the Mexican War with the United 
States broke’ out her father sent her 
in care of a nurse, guarded by a squad 
of soldiers, to New Orleans, whence she 
came to St. Louis. She was then 5 
years old. She has lived here ever 
since.

Friend Can Offer Another a Drink 
of Whisky, Supreme Court 


Decides. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 19.--The 
Missouri Supreme Court today decided 
that it is not a violation of the law 
for a person to give a friend a drink of 
whisky in local-option counties. The 
case decided was that of John Fulk, 
who was fined $300 in Stoddard Coun- 
ty for giving a friend a drink of whis- 
ky in his office. 

Chief Justice Gantt wrote the opin- 
ion, reversing the decision of the lower 
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Supreme Court of * Missouri 
Holds Their Sale on 
Sunday Is O K. 





Lemons are judicially declared to be a 
medicine and an article of necessity. in 
an opinion by Judge Fox of the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court in Jefferson City 
handed down Tuesday. Thus their sale 
on Sunday is .not a violation of the 
Sunday law. 

The case before the court was that of 
James Campbell, proprietor of a res- 
taurant in Monett. Campbell was fined 
$1 for violating the Sabbath, the of- 
fense consisting of the sale of some 
lemons. Judge Fox declared that ob- 
servance of the Sabbath should be en- 
forced by law, if necessary, but that the 
law does not prohibit the sale of medi- 
cines and articles of necessity. 

Permitted to Be Sold. 

‘‘Lemons are so universally recognized 
as possessing medicinal virtues,”’ says 
the opinion,’’ and so universally used 
by all classes, both as medicine and 
food, that they come under the articles 
of necessity permitted to be sold on Sun- 
day.” 

“But aside from all this, while every 
good citizen in this State should have 
the highest respect for the Sabbath, and 
as to those who fall to properly ob- 

Doctors Find Lemons 0. K. 
serve it,” added Judge Fox, “‘it is the 
province of the courts when legally 
brought before them to teach them by 
the imposition of proper punishment 
that they must respect the Sabbath. 

“It is common knowledge that the 
use of lemons is frequently rec- 
ommended by the most eminent 
physicians of the country, and the 
response comes from thousands of 
households in this commonwealth that 
lemons are used not only to relleve 
colds, hoarseness and other ailments to 
which the human family are subjected, 
but in many families are daily used in 
the preparation and as a part of the 
provisions which relieve the hunger of 
the respective members of the family. 

“We are unwilling to say that the law- 
making power intended by the provi- 
sions of section 2243, to embrace lemons 
in that class of goods, wares and mer- 
chandise which are, under the provisions 
of that section, prohibited fro mbeing 
sold or exposed to sale on Sunday, The 
many uses for which lemons may be 
required, both as a medic'ne and as a 
food, properly entitles it, If the proper 
conditions exist, to be classed as an ar- 
ticle of fmmediate necéssity, and as 
such the defendant had thie right to sell 
it, and, if he could sell 't, it log’cally 
follows that he had the right to expose 
it for sale.”’

During the morning and the 
early part of .the afternoon’s court pro- 
ceedings, when his counsel, former 
Judge Shepard Barclay, was examining 
him on direct examination, his manner 


was listless and his voice in answering 
the interrogations put to him was so 
low at times as to oe almost inaudible. 
When court adjourned at noon he 
showed the relief he felt, and evidently 
was of the opinion thal he had made 
a good impression on the jury by the 
often velumirous explanations he had 
given of his operations in establishing 
his People’s United States Bank. 
Seated in the middle of the courtroom 
and at a considerable distance from 
the witness stand, his wife, who has 
watched over him carefully in all the 
trial, swayed this way and that to keep 
his face always in view. At trying 
moments wew's looked steadily at her 
and his lips curled in a faint smile 
as he saw a look of affection and en- 
couragement. on her face. 





Mrs. Lewis has supported her hus- 
band loyally in his troubles, and has 
been a=,faithful attendant at court,: as 
she was his staunchest and most effi- 
cient adviser during the long prepara- 
tion for the trial. 

Although Mrs. Lewis watches the 
trial closely and apparently knows ev- 
ery point of the testimony as it is be- 
ing brought out, she steadfastly refuses 
to say anything about it for publica- 
tion. When she was asked for some 
expression of opinion as to the procced- 
ings and how she thought the trial was 
progressing, for or against her hus- 
band, she replied: 

“I don’t care to say anything about it 
at this time. I am watching it close- 
ly and I have faith in fits ultimate re- 
sult, but it would not be proper for me 
to say anything now i.: che way of 
criticism.”’

That his People’s United States Bank 
scheme, like the mythical beauties of 
More’s Utopia, was a ‘‘dream,’’ was the 
testimony of Lewis. when his cress-ex- 
amination in the United State District 
Court began Tuesday morning. 

“But E believe it was a pretty sub- 
stantial ‘dream,’ Judge,’’ protested the 
dreamer of the dream to Judge Krum, 
counsel fer the Government, who was 
cross-examining him. 

“Yes, and some people think it was 
*® nightmare,”’ sarcastically retorted the 
Government attorney. 

Lewis again took the stand in his own 
Gefense when court convened Tuesday 
morning and his cross-examination, be- 
gun late Monday afternoon, was con- 
tinued.. Apparently. refreshed and con- 
fident after the merciless fire of ques- 
tions to which he was subjected Tues- 
day, Lewis combatted the biting sar- 
casm of Judge Krum _ with positive 
voice, leaning forward in the witness 
chair and pointing his finger at his 
questioner. 

Judge Krum opened the cross-exami- 
nation Tuesday with questions to Lew- 
is as to a publication in his Woman's 
Magazine of February, 1904, 

“You have told us you -had not de- 
cided whether to form a‘bank or a trust 
company, why is this editorial of yours 
headed ‘People’s Postal Bank and Trust 
Co.’—why is the word ‘and’ used?’ 
Judge Krum fired away. 

“It should have been ‘or;’ 
typographical error,’’ quickly 
the witness. 

‘Had any moneys been received at 
that time?’’ asked vudge Krum. 

“The records will show. I don't re- 
member,’ was the answer. 

“Well, examine the records.’”’ ‘“They’re 
not here at present.’’ And a number of 
subsequent questions followed. 

Lewis was questioned as to his failure 
consult his bank stock subscribers 
before he invested the money of the 
bank. During this part of the testl- 
mony the witness fought back with in- 
creasing spirit, enforcing his answers 
by pounding his fist on the railing be- 
side the witness stand. 

“That little baby girl stockholder we 
had before us here in court the other 
day; did you consult her or the mother, 
who subscribed for the stock for her 
child?” said Judge Krum. 

“That little girl has been played up 
asc the youngest stockhoider in the Feo- 
ple’s Bank, but she wasn’t, Judge,’’ the 
witness said. 

“One of the oldest bankers in Texas 
subscribed $500 for stock for his unborn 
grandchild,’’ sald Lewis, smiling. 

A hearty laugh went around the 
courtroom at Lewis’ answer, and a 
bailiff had to rap for order. 

A second laugh, in which Lewis 
joined, followed soon after, when Judge 
Krum said to the witness: 

‘You mind your own business, please, 
and let me alone.” 

Lewis had just admonished the Gov- 
ernment attorney to add up a column 
of figures and ask him about the total, 
instead of asking him about the sepa- 
rate amounts. 

Over and over practically the same 
points the prosecutor and witness 
fought all morning, Judge Krum asking 
hundreds of questions as to the prom- 
ises made by Lewis in his publications 
and the manner in which the bank busi- 
ness was tonducted. 

Would Have Kept Promises, 

Lewis repeatedly answered these 
questions with the reply that his 
promises would have been kept if his 
bank and other enterprises had not 
been, as he said, “assassinated.” 

Judge Krum of Government _§ said 
before the opening of court that the 
Government would object to any visit 
by the jury, accompanied by a deputy 
marshal, to the Woman's Magazine 
Building in University City.

Convention Speaker Attacks 
Custom of Funeral Parties 
Stopping at Saloons. 





The enactment of a direct primary 
law, the eradication of political bosses 
and the overthrowing of the saloon in- 
terests responsible for placing the 
bosses in power, will be the demands 
of the delegates to the annual State 
convention of the Anti-Saloon League 
in session in East St. JT.ouis. 

Sam T. Brush of Carbondale, presi- 
dent of the Illinois Anti-Saloon League, 
outlined these issues in his address at 
the opening of the convention Monday 


night. In introducing him to the con- 
vention, Chairman James K. Shields 
said Mr. Brush had “more fight to the 
square inch than any other man on 
earth.” 

The convention was opened by the 
singing of “America.” A few minutes 
later the delegates warmed up to the 
issues when they applauded the United 


Brethren Quartet of the Northern Ili- 
nois Conference at the conclusion of the 
opening song, ‘“‘In the Sweet Bye and 
Bye, When Saloons We Shall See Nev- 
ermore.”” As an encore the quartet 
sung ““‘We Mean to Stick to It,”’ and 
clinched their argument to the satis- 
faction of the delegates when they 
sang ‘“‘We've Got Them on the Run.” 


Opposed Drinking at Funerals. 

The custom of stopping carriages in 
funeral processions at saloons will be 
handled without gloves. This subject 
was introduced to the convention by 
Rev. John F. Harmon, pastor of the 


Virst M. E. Church of East St. Louis, in 
his welcoming address. He saic that 
only a few years ago it was the custom 
tor carriige drivers to stop the hearse 
and funeral procession in front of al- 
most all of the saloons on the way to 
the cemetery for the purpose of water- 
ing their horses and also refreshing 
some of the occupants of the carriages. 

Iie said the work of the Anti-Saloon 
League was beginning to show results, 
as that nowadays the carriages went 
straight to the cemetery and stopped 
at the saloons only on the way home. 
Further work along tis line, he said, 
should be taken up by this convention 
in the fertile field of East St. Louis. 

Tt Is eStifnatem that 600 -delezates, men 
und women, are attending the conven- 
tion.

Had Trouble at Hotels.

St. Louis Monday afternoon the local 
reception committee expressed them- 
selves as almost unable to provide sleep- 
ing quarters. They refused to recom- 


mend any of the East St. Louis hotels, 
because all of the hotels had salcon 
aitachments, except the Y. M. CC.

Hotel. 

As the Y. M. C. A. could accommodate 
only 60 delegates, a compromise was 
made by several delegates by register- 
ing at the National Hotel, at the Na- 
tional Stockyards.

Experts Await Results. 

Nautical experts differ in their views 
as to the relative size of the two great 
ships. Although they were designed to 
be of the same size, the Mauretania 
has a slightly greater draught than the 
Lusitania, and this, although giving in- 
creased tonnage, is expected to prove 
an advantage in speed. This was shown 
on the trial trip of 30 miles when 
the Mauretania outsailed the Lusitania 
by a knot every hour. 

There is intense feeling on the point 
of speed among the shipbuilding inter- 
ests Cf the Tyne and the Clyde, the for- 
mer hugging the anticipation of lower- 
ing the colors of the Scottish builders 
by outpacing their record-breaker with 
a Tyne-build ship. 

About 2000 passengers are on the Mau- 
retania. This, although all the berths 
will not be filled, will make a record 
number going westward in mid-Novem- 
ber.

“Threugh the efforts of the W. C. 
“r. U. there are now anti-cigarette laws 
in every State in the Union, but some 
of the laws are weak because they 
merely prohibit the sale of ciearettes to 
ininors, or, as in the case of Missouri, 
to boys under 138, 

Strict in Some States, 

“The laws of Indiana, Tennessee, Ne- 
~braska, Wisconsin, Washington, Okla- 
homa and Alabama are strictly pro- 
hibitory. It is a crime in those states 
to sell or give cigarettes or cigarette 
ypapers to anyone, no matter how old he 
‘may be. 

“The cigarette is the most injurious 
form in which tobacco can be used, 
because it is almost impossible to smoke 
cigarettes without inhaling them, The 
inhaled smoke attacks the mucous mem- 
brane of the entire system, especially 
of the throat, lungs and brain. 

“Cigarettes are responsible for most 
of the erimes for WWich® boys are 

‘brought int6 the fuvenile cOurts of the 
land. 

“Anything that congtantly and pro- 
gressively weakens the physicial sys- 
them, alse. weakens the moral faculties. 
Boys who smoke cigarettes will be un- 
ambitious, lazy and unreliable.

In sustaining the anti-ciga- 
rette law of Tennessee the Supreme 
Court of that State said: 

**We think cigarettes are not legiti- 
nate articles of commerce, because they 
re wholly noxious and deleterious to 
health. Their use is always harmful, 
Fnever beneficial. They possess no vir- 
tue, but are tnherently bad and bad 
only. They find no true commendaiion 
‘cr merit or usefulness in any sphere. 
On the contrary, they are widely con- 
cemned as pernicious altogether. Be- 
yond question their every tendency is 
‘oward the impairment of physical 
health and mental vigor.’ 

“Thomas A. Edison says of cigarettes: 
‘It ought to be against the law to sell! 
cr smoke them. There ‘s a slight quan- 
‘ity of pyridine in cigarette smoke that 
dries the mucous membrane of the 
‘hroat and mouth and makes the 
‘moker want to drink. They yo well 
together, those two drugs, the cigarette 
and alcohol, and they accomplish won- 
‘ders in reducing man to a vicious ani- 
mal.’ ”’

“John Glayde’s Honour,” which pre- 

sents Mr. James K. Hackett as its star, 

supported by a very good company in- 
deed, at’ the Olympic Theater. 

What an incessant devil’s tattoo they 
do sound upon this instrument, these 
playwrights. Shakspeare wouldn't 
speak of ‘‘the lascivious pleasings of a 
lute’’ if he were living now—he’d have 
to make his gallants “caper nimbly in a 
lady’s chamber’ to the time-beat of the 
triangle if he essayed to be the least 
little bit in the fashion. 

‘John Glayde’s Honour’’ is pecullarly 
named by Mr. Alfred Sutro, its English 
author. With or without its extremely 
British ‘“‘u’’ in the spelling, it should 
be known as “John Glayde’s Dishon- 
our,” inasmuch as John Glayde disap- 
proves of the unwritten law so utterly 
that he speeds his, wife and her para- 
mour on their way rejoicing at his ex- 
pense, in the play’s final moment. Some- 
how your heart doesn’t warm toward 
Mr. Glayde for doing this, even though 
it averts a bloody muss of revengeful 
reckoning at a critical juncture. 

It must be the survival of primitive 
instincts that forbids us extending to 
the case of a betrayed husband the ad- 
miration which we feel ordinarily for 
self-abnegation, renunciation, altruism 
and all that sort of thing. We all know, 
of course, that John Ruskin, when he 
found that Mrs. Ruskin and Sir John 
Millais loved one another, kindly and 
legally nullified his own claim to the 
lady, so that she might become the wife 
of Millais, but none of us has ever felt 
like placing Ruskin on a pedestal for 
thus side-stepping so obligingly. We 
feel even less so toward John Glayde, 
because the circumstances were aggra- 
vated to their extreme limit of wrong 
in his case. 

And he was such a fierce, masculine, 
lion-like chap up to that last wnac- 
countable moment, too. “John Glayde 
on top and going to roar’’—that’s what 
he cabled to scare the five wits out of 
his syndicated enemies in New York 
and Chicago when they were trying to 
‘‘wipe him off the map’’ during his en- 
forced absence in Europe, you remem- 
ber. “Going to roar!’’~wouldn’t such 
aman have done something far more 
terrible than roar when another man 
took his wife away from him? Right 
here is the weakness of Alfred Suiro’s 
“new and original play in four acts,’’ to 
my thinking. 

Mr. Sutro shouldn’t have made his 
Mr. Glayde such a roaring guyascutis 
cf Calaveras County through three acts 
if he hoped to have us believe in the 
plausibility of the gentle and self-elim- 
inating Mr. Glayde of the fourth act. 
Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde themselves 
never underwent a quicker pendulum 
swing from one extreme of nature to 
ihe other. And al! the time, John 
Glayde’s wife had been so fearful that 
he would kill Trevor Lerode, whom she 
preferred at any price. ‘“‘He’s a dead 
shot'’ she Kept on saying. ‘‘And he 
always carries a revolver!’’ 

But no more serious charge than that 
of carrying concealed weapons can be 
preferred against John Glayde. 

Nevertheless, it’s a deeply interesting 
play, skillfully shaped and adroitly built 
up to its amazing climax. Mr. Hackett 
is a better actor than in the past—he 
doesn’t shake his jaws so much, and he 
invested John Glayde with all the pitiful 
dignity of a strong man Wronged by a 
beloved woman at many moments of 
his work. I didn’t care particularly for 
Miss Darragh, who played Mrs. Glayde— 
she was quite indistinct at times aud 
failed to realize to us very convincingly 
the passion-swayed soul of suck a 
woman. There was a touch of weak- 
ness in the Trevor Lerode of Mr. Wil- 
liam Sauter, but it may well.have been 
the weakness of the spoiled chap of 
“artistic temperament,’”’ who haugs too 
much around other men’s wives. The 
clean and likeable young Englishman, 
Collingham, was excellently played by 
George M. Graham. Others in the cast 
Mr. David Glassford as Bramley, Miss 
Olive Oliver as Princess de Castaguary, 
Miss Ida Waterman as Lady Lerode and 
Miss Beatrice Beckley as Mrs. Rennick, 
to make special mention-—-were quite 
satisfying. 

But John Glayde, who gets a divorce

She is more than a year younger than 
Mrs. Thaw, but she looks older, and 
not even the most impassioned orator 
from the Pacific slope in his wildest 
flight of fancy could describe her as an 
“angel child.”’

She has what District-Attorney Jerome 
calls ‘‘the insensibility of the born crim- 
inal,’’ although her face has nothing in 
it that a stained-glass angel might not 
have. 

Might Be Either Saint or Devil. 

Her features ure extremely mobile, 
and I should judge her character to be 
equally so. She is of that plastic mia- 
teria] of which a good man might mould 
a saint, or an evil one a devil. 

Apparently she has struggled during 
the three years of her married (ife 
between two such influences—-that of 
her hard-working young husband and 
of Ferree, the elderly widower whom 
she met shortly after her marriage, and 
who was from that time a part of the 
little househod?d: 

Ferree waa- divoreed from his first 
wife, who now lives In Brooklyn with 
her children. His second wife died 
some years ago, and since then he had 
not been interested in any woman ex.

Announces That It Will Sub-

United States Subtreasurer Akins an- 
founced at noon that St. Leuis subscrip- 
tions to the new $100,000,000 issues of 
Government loan certificates had passed 
the $2,000,000 mark. 

Mr. Akins says the number of appli- 
cants for the Treasury certificates is 
constantly increasing, and that before 
®aturday the demand from 6t. Louisans 
Q@lone will probably exceed $7,000,000. 

“TT have not been advised by the Treas- 
wry officials as to the amount of certi- 
ficates that will be alloted to St. Louis,”’ 
gaid Mr. Akins. “Judging by the rate 
at which applications are now pouring 
in we can easily use $15,000,000 worth. 
Tf the amount is any less than that 
figure the allotment will likely be large- 
iy ever-subscribed. 

All Classes Subscribing. 

“Subscriptions are coming from per- 
‘gons in every walk of life, bankers, 
merchants, brokers and the ordinary 
@ay laborer. If Wall street doesn’t 
think this issue will be a success it is 
very badly mistaken.”’ 

‘When the Subtreasury on the second 
@oor of the Federal Building opened 
Tuesday morning 3 prospective sub- 
gcribers were in line. 

President Thomas R. West of the St. 
Louis Union Trust Co, was the first 
man at the registry teller’s window. 

"We will take $100,000 werth,” said 

West quietly. Next came G. R. 
ore, former State Beer Inspect- 
Ww who subscribed for $1500. 
Wants $50,000 of Issue. 

John J. Kelley, with an office at 812 
Commercial Building, said he would 
take $50,000 of the new loan certificates, 
but preferred to telegraph his order di- 
rect to Washington, 

It i# understood at the Subtreasury 
that the total subscription of-St. Louis 
banks and trust companies alone will 
approximate $1,000,000. 

Many bankers and brokers are acting 
for clients, who have large amounts of 
currency at their disposal. The fact 
that the Treasury Department has de- 
cided te accept the loan certificates on 
deposit te secure circulation has made 
the new loan certificates especially at- 
tractive to national] banks. 

It is pointed out that.a national bank 
paying $100,000 in currency for a similar 
ainount of Treasury notes can issue cir- 
culatien practically to the amount of 
$100,000 to make up for the currency 
thus paid out. 

Will Double Circulation, 

For every dollar ef currency going 
to the United States Treasury, bankers 
figure that an additional dollar of circu- 
lation will be secured. 

Subtreasurer Akins says that dovbt 
cannot exist as to the success of the 
Government's plans for relieving the 
financial stringency. 

Jn regard to the $50,000,000 of Panama 
Canal bonds, which will bear interest 
at the rate of 2 per cent a year, Mr. 
Akins has received a number of letters 
fdicating that a large block, probablv 
te exceed $2,000,000, will be disposed of 


here. | 
Outside Banks Interested. 

“This morning's mall,”” said Mr. 
Akins, brought assurances that the 
Treasury loan scheme is popular in the 
Wust and Southwest. 

‘We received many inquiries from 
@mall banks throughout Missouri and 
Kansas, who are acting in numerous in- 
gtances for thelr depositors. It would 
met surprise me if the subscriptions at 
the St. Louis Subtreasury went beyond 
$6,000,000. 

“A United States Treasury note or 
bord is the most gilt-edged security in 
the world. When it is accompanied with 
an interest gift of 3 per cent we can 
readily what an opportunity it ef- 
fers the conservative investor.” 

Bankers Approve Bond Iasue. 

Bankers generally exprese approval of 
the $60,000,000 Panama Canal bond issue 
proposed by President Roosevelt, but 
gome doubt is felt as to the wisdom of 
the $100,000,000 tesue of one-year certifi- 
cates of indebtedness at 3 per cent, news 
telegrams to the Post-Dispatch said 
Tuesday. 

- A large proportion of the short-time 
certificates of indebtedness will be is- 
pued in large denominations, so that 
they may be taken over by national 
banks as a basis for the issuance of 
notes. The exact percentage of the 
large certificates was not fixed. All 
will bear 3 per cent interest for one 
year, to Nov. 20, 1908, and the persons 
last holding them will get the interest. 

Hope is expressed that it will be nec- 
essary to issue only about half of the 
certificates. They will be made payable 

to bearer, and will not be legal tender 
 gnder the statutes, but they are expect- 
ed to pass as currncy since they are 
Government promises to pay, with in- 


terest.

Senator Warner 
said in an interview that he did not see 
what excuse the banks could have now 
for not loosening up. Other members of 
Congress expressed hopeful views of the 
situation. 

Chicago bankers question the expe- 
diency of the $100,000,000 short-time certi- 
ficate issue. They say it is likely to 
prove a disadvantage after the present 
stringency is passed, and will not be a 
permanent help. It was said that two 
Chicago banking houses were offered 
$15,000,000 of the certificates and declined 
them. 

Some New York bankers express simi- 
lar doubts regarding the certificate is- 
sue. 
Carlisle’s $100,000,000 popular loan, one- 
third of which was subscribed by the 
Morgan syndicate of bankers. Rumors 
were current that Morgan was organiz- 
ing another sueh syndicate, but finally 
they took the shape that the syndicate 
was forming to take over $25,000,000 of 
the Panama bonds. 


NEXT MESSAGE TO CONGRESS 
WILL BE, “I TOLD YOU SO” 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—"I told 
you so” will be the burden of that 
part of the President's message re- 
lating to the financial situation. He 
will call attention to the fact that 
in his past messages he warned Con- 
gress that something must be done 
and that in each case Congress paid 
no attention. He will lay special em- 
phasis on his message of last year. 
He will repeat what he said then in 
quotation marks, and will insist that 
this year Congress shall follow the 
advice which last year it rejected. He 
will make no specific recommenda- 
tion—that is, he will not prescribe 
the exact kind of legislation which 
should be adopted, but.will do as he 
has done in the past—urge that the 
conditions be remedied. 

The President will call special at- 
tention to the fact that in his mes- 
sage last year he warned Congress 
of disaster if the currency were not 
reformed; he will declare that his 
prediction was in a measure verified 
by the recent panic, and that its com- 
plete verification was only prevented 
by the prompt measures taken by 
Secretary Cortelyou and some lead- 
ing financiers; and he will repeat his 
warning in a still stronger form.

“I especially call your attention to 
the condition of our currency laws.

Mr. Ellis will speak Tuesday night at 
a men’s mass meeting in the interest of 
the laymen’s missionary movement, to 
be held in the Third Baptist Church, 
Grand and Washington avenues. The 
banquet Monday night, attended by 234 
invited guests, was preliminary to this 
meeting. 

Mr. Ellis, 
man, recently 


a Philadelphia newspaper 
made a circuit of the 
world, viewing missions, especially in 
Asia, from the layman’s standpoint. He 
has visited the President since return- 
ing. 

He said in his address at the ban- 
quet that every criticism directed 
against missions and missionaries might 
be true in individual and isolated cases, 
but that there is no finer body of men 
and women in any calling than the 
American missionaries in Asia. 

Praise Judge Wilfley . 

In speaking of Chinese conditions, he 
said that St. Louis should be proud of 
Judge Wilfley. ‘‘He has done more 
for the honor of the Anierican name in 
China,”’ said Mr. Ellis, ‘“‘than any other 
force that has operated there for 50 
years. 

“The term ‘American girl’ has been 
one of reproach in Shanghai. Judge 
Wilfley has driven the ‘American girl’ 
out of Shanghai and has sent the or- 
ganizers of the great system of vice 
there to prison. He is making the name 
‘American girl’ one of honor and not of 
reproach. 

“He does not deem it his duty to 
clean up all China, but he does deem it 
his duty to see that the American name 
is not dishonored in China, and he will 
see to that as long as he stays there, 
and I have Theodore Roosevelt’s word 
for it that he will stay there.”

This is the advice given by William 
Jennings Bryan, addressing the mem- 
bers of the Jackson Club, a local Demo- 
cratic organization, at a banquet last 
night. 

Mr. Bryan said: 

“We are in the midst of a financial 
stringency that in some respects is more 
acute than that of 1873. I am not going 
to blame the President or a Republican 
administration, but I know who would 
be blamed if I were President. If I 


were President every cross-roads Re- 
publican would be blaming me. 

“The panic of 1873 came 13 years after 
they took power and 12 before they sur- 
rendered power to the Democrats, I’m 
not going to blame the President, be- 
cause I do not think blame should be 
laid at his door. I’m going to do him 
the justice to say I won’t join the cho- 
rus of Eastern financiers who want to 
make him the scapegoat. Those who 
violate the law should be blamed, nom 
those who have turned on the light re- 
cently. 

Biames Former Leaders, 

‘“‘There is no excuse for the people to 
be afraid that their banks are not sol- 
vent, What is the cause of this panic? 
The President is not to blame. Who is 
to blame? The Republican leaders who 
had control of the country for 47 years. 
They have so chained us to Wall street 
that when a Wall street gambler falls 
our business world trembles all over the 
country. 

“The common people and not the Wall 
street gamblers should handle this 
situation. The man who will draw out 
his meney now when he does not need 
it is in the same class as the man who 
would refuse to aid his country in time 
of war. This is a time when great 
patriotism is needed.’”’ 

Will Run If He “Must.” 

Mr. Bryan said that, after serving 
in two campaigns, he did not feel ‘ike 
volunteering again, although he would 
accept the presidential nomination in 1968 
if ‘‘drafted.”” He said he was glud that 
the unprecedented discovery of gold had 
taken the money question out of politics. 

“But I want you to know,” said the 
vpeaker, ‘“‘that our arguments on the 
money question, advanced in 1896, have 
been vindicated, not by the Republicun 
party, but because God Almighty took 
pity on the poor people of the world and 
opened up to them vast storehouses cof 
gold.’’ 

Mr Bryan denounced tariff revision 
as proposed by Republicans, and accused 
the Republican party of bad faith in 
promising revision. 

The People and the Tariff. 

“The delay of a single year means 
much to the people of this country, and 
they are being defrauded out of hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars in the mean- 
time.

Thé splendid optimism of the President and the 
Secretary of the Treasury is highly commendable. 


Mr. Cortelyou said in New York on Thursday | 


that if hoarded money “were at once returned to 
the channels of trade there would be, within 
twenty-four hours, an almost complete resumption 
of business.” 

Mr. Roosevelt said in Washington on Sunday: 
“All that our people have to do now is to go 
ahead with their normal business in a normal 
fashion, and the whole difficulty disappears; and 
‘this end will be achieved at once if each man will 
act as he normally does act and as the real con- 
| ditions of the country’s business noW fully war- 
rant him in acting.” | 

Both of these are appeals to the normal. man 


and as such are not to be criticised. Men whose 


minds and businesses are normal, that is, reasona- 
ble, will understand them and heed them. 

It is unfortunately true, however, that there 
are many people who are excited and alarmed and 
who are disposed to look upon financial and com- 
mercial conditions with doubt and apprehension.

Wiser men than Roosevelt and Cortelyou have 
found that while words may breed panics they do 
not cure them. Fearing personal violence, a timid

more difficult subject to deal with than their 
financial and material aspects. A panic may be 
short-lived, but resulting depressions are apt to 
be long and exhausting. It is easy enough to hit 
upon ‘¢atses; it has been found practically impos- 
sible to discover a quick and sure cure. 
\ Ag cofifidence is a plant of slow growth, expos- 
tulations-and promises cannot take the place of 
time.’ If ¢onfidence has been seriously impaired it 
must be re-established by degrees and no forcing 
process ‘Will be effective. If it has. not been seri- 
ously. impaired, the fact will appear presently. 

In the meantime it will be well for all agitators, 
from the cross-roads pessimist up through all the 
grades of screaming ‘discontent and experimenta- 
tion to the President of the United States himself, 
to take a firm hold on the fact that this country 
needs most of all a rest from declamation and de- 
from class prejudice and from all 
manner of legislative quackery. 

What has been said by Messrs. Roosevelt and 
Cortelyou about the elementary soundness. of 
American industry and commerce is all true, and 
it was true also six months, four months and two 
months ago, when one of these gentlemen was in- 
timating that business might have to “‘go to the 
wall.”

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Hart thought Tommy Burns was a ‘‘lemon, 
of his training quarters he said so. 

The main reason for expecting Hart to whip Burns easily was 
that Tlart was a six-footer, and weighed well above 200 pounds. 
Tommy Burns stood only five feet seven in his socks, and weighed 
In his clothes. as Hart saw him when he made the match, 
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key and Joe Walcott. 
But stripped to fighting togs Burns 
resembles Sharkey and Walcott a whole 
lot more. He is built on the lines of 
the “Giant Killer,”” with huge shoul- 
ders and big arms and legs, and a thick 
tieck, and he is 6 inches taller than Wal- 
cott. His weight is exactly the same as 
Sharkey’s on that famous occasion when 
the sailor fought Jeffeies almost to a 
draw in 2% furious rounds. 

URNS is a little giant, and that’s 
B what Hart overlooked. 

A short time before that, in 
Nevada, Hart had knocked out Jack 
Root of Chicago in a finish fight billed 
as a world’s championship. Of course, 
{t wasn’t a championship, but Hart 
claimed the title, and ae ——— big 
enough to t away Ww , 

Burns whipped Hart to a standstill in 
2 rounds. 7 
Then Burns went on fighting and get- 
ting the coin. His fst victim was a 
locomotive fireman who occasionally 
dabbled in fistic art named Jim Flynn. 
Burns knocked him out in 16 rounds. 
People laughed, and accused Burns of 
icking out a lemon. A few days ago 
ohnson, a negro boxer, knocked Flynn 
out and tried to declare himself in on 
the world’s championship in  conse- 
uence. 
daek O’Brien, who claimed the cham- 
jonship contemporaneously with Burns, 
came.very jealous when he saw 
Tommy gathering in easy marks and 
coin, and went to Los Angeles looking 
for the new scrapper’s scalp. O’Brien 
had a fairly legitimate claim to the 
heavyweight title, having stopped Bob 
Fitzsimmons, to whom the title had 
reverted upon the retirement of Jeffries. 
Burns chased O’Brien around the rin 
for 20 rounds, broke his nose, blackene 
his eyes, battered his face until all of 
its pristine beauty departed, never to re- 
turn, and got a draw, Jeffries, the 
referee, said afterward that both fight- 
ers had asked for a draw if the contest 
went the limit. During the next few 
months thers was a world of talk and 
challenging. In New York Burns told 
me hie only fear was that he'd never 
beable to get ~ Brien into the ring 
@g@ain, and said that he might have to 
trick him into it. 
TT HAT’S what Burns did. O’Brien 
came to him and proposed a fake.

Interest in the mill caused 
Burns’ tangle with O’Brien to be for- 
gotten, and when Tommy laid out the 
.edoubtable champion of Australia with 
three whaling wallops in the first round 
oe a on the crest of a wave of pupu- 
arity. 


HAMPION of America by virtue of 
L his victories over Hart and 

O’Brien, Burns was now also 
champion of Australia. He could not be 
champion of the world vet. Jeffries re- 
signed that title, but to become cham- 
pion of the world it was necessary for 
the next holder to wade through the 


champions of America, Australia and

the British Isles—all of the fist-fighting 
ccuntries. Burns did the best thing he 
could do to establish his right to that 
honor. A new and popular champion 
had arisen in England, far outshining 
the other English heavyweights. Burns 
matched himself against Gunner Moir 
und crossed the ocean to fight. He is 
now training and will be fit. If Moir 
can beat him there isn’t a man in the 
world, barring Jeffries, to take Moir’s

Burns was born in Canada, and there- 
fore is an American.

Early in the afternoon the children 
of the’ Hale family had been romping 
with the dog, which climbed a ladder 
with a funny little cap on its curly head 
and sat on the top rung with a pipe in 


ite mouth. 
When the children tired of the fun 


they went to other parts of the house 
for amusements. Shortly afterward Mr. 
Hale found the dog in the pantry eat- 
ing a chicken bone which had been left 


in the ice chest. 

“Mack” had been often told never to 
touch anything that was in the _ ice 
chest, so Mr. Hale made a scourge of 
soft cord and whipped the pet for the 
first time. Then he tied the dog in the 
kitchen by a long rope—another unprec- 


edentcd punishment. 
The most pathetic feature is that a 


plate was afterwards found under the 
table in the pantry with a chicken bone 
in it, which a servant acknowledged 
having placed there for Mack’s con- 
sumption.

Corn Weak and Oats Again Neg- 
lected—World’s Visible 
Decreases Sharply. 








CHICAGO GRAIN 
MARKETS IN BRIEF 


CHICAGO, Nov. 19.—The wheat 
market today opened weak  be- 
cause of liberal Northwest _re- 
ceipts and the lack of firmness 
in the stock market. Trading 
Was very light. The market was 
weak all day on reports of ex- 
cellent crop from Argentina. The 
low point for December was 93%. 
The close was weak, with De- 
cember off 13gc at 9356. 

The corn market opened easy 
in sympathy with wheat and be- 
cause of lower cables, Prices 
ruled weak until the close, which 
was weak With December off %@ 
%c at 645654%c. 

The oats market was dull and 
prices easier, 











Tuesday’s was another rather quiet 
session on the local wheat exchange, 
trading being on a small scale and 
prices, after an easier range during 
practically the whole session, closed 
steady, the close being %@ic lower for 
the day. Liverpool cables closed %d to 
4d lower, Paris closed unchanged to 
%c- lower on wheat and \%c lewer on 
flour, Antwerp wheat closed unchanged 
to %c higher, Berlin wheat closed un- 
changed, and Budapest wheat closed 
1%c higher. Bradstreet reports an in- 
crease of 132,000 bu in wheat easi of 
Rocky Mountains and in Canada, a de- 
crease of 2,800,000 bu in wheat in Eureve 
and afloat and a total decrease of 2,- 
63,000 bu compared with decrease of 6660,- 
(00 bu in the world’s visible supply of 
wheat. The visible supply of wheat in 
Europe, after a decrease of over 2,004,000 
bu, amounts to 75,232,000 bu. 

The opening was dull and an easier 
tone developed at the start, the influ- 
ences being the unresponsive Liverpool 
market, cables thence coming somewhat 
lower, lower openings at other markets, 
and generally bearish sentiment locally. 
The strong cables from Budapest, based 
on the continued drouth in Hungary, 
unfavorable conditions in Rugsia, the 
discouraging outlook in India, where it 
was reported that this is probably the 
last week of exports and the steady de- 
creasing stock were ignored and, after 
some early narrow fluctuations, prices 
declined to about lc to 1%c below the 
previous day’s close under a light trade. 

The trading continued light 
throughout the session. but a partial 
recovery occurred in the latter parts. 
The light stocks, which have be- 
come quite a factor, and the liberal 
decrease in the world’s visible stirred 
up a scattered demand, but the in- 
quiry, after a small rally had been 
made, petered out, and prices in the 
last period of trading again ruled 
weak, a fractional recovery being 
made at the close, however. Coun- 
try receipts in the Northwest are in- 
creasing, and the cash demand there 
is easing. off, but though its effect is 
not actually felt yet, the relieving 
measure taken by the Government 
caused some bull feeling. The for- 
eign countries are practically out of 
the market for American wheat, very 
little business being done, and the de- 
mand being very slow. Late prices 
moved very slowly at the low levels 
and the close, under an improved de- 
mand was above the bottom of the 
day’s range. 

December wheat opened %c lower at 
954c, declined to 93%c, rallied to 93%c, 
declined to 93c, rallied to 93%c, Was of- 
fered down to 92%, rallied to 938%c and 
closed at 934@93%c.

Chicago Teceived 39,200 bu wheat and 
Kansas City 28,000 bu. Local receipts of 
wheat were 29,043 bu, against 62,172 bu 
last year, and shipments were 72,450 bu. 


‘Clearances of wheat and flour for the 


day were 331,000 bu. 

Corn was quiet, and, weakened by the 
%d lower corn cables and the decline in 
wheat, rafiged at lower levels through- 
out. The weather for corn continues 
favorable, being clear and cool, but the 
movement is still very Nght, and stocks 
continue to make further decreases. The 
world’s visible supply of corn decreased 
844,000 bu. Today's trading in corn fu- 
tures was light, and the close was Ic to 
l%c lower for the day. 

Cash corn was in slow demand, and 
prices ruled somewhat easier. Primary 
receipts of corn were 287,159 bu, against 
474,510 bu last year, and shipments were 

1,438 bu, against 330,000 bu last year. 
peg receipts of corn were 12,96 bu, 
against 51,655 bu last year, and ship- 
ments were 23,205 bu. Corn. clearances 
were 2000 bu. 

Traders continue to neglect the oats 
market, which was again inactive, with 
the only quotation an offer of May Op- 
tion at 48%c, %c below Monday's nomi- 
nal close.

Head of Creek Nation Heard 
by Transmississippi 
Delegates. 


BOOMS PARCELS POST 





Federal Representative Is Sent 
by Meyer—Francis a 
Speaker. 





Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

MUSBKOGEE, Ok., Nov. 19.—The 
eighteenth convention of the Transmis- 
sissippi Commercial Congress convened 
here at noon today with delegates from 
all parts of the West in attendance. 
Former Governor David R. Francis of 
St. Louis delivered a welcoming ad- 
dress. Chief Maty Tiger of the Creek 
Indians also addressed the delegates, 
his words being spoken in the Indian 
tongue and interpreted as he proceeded. 

Representatives of sevoral Federal 
departments at Washington also are 
here. They will boom the adoption of 
the parcels post system and the further 
reclamation of lands through Irrigation. 

Welcomed by Indian Chief. 

Chief Tiger said: 

“Men of the West: It gives me much 
pleasure to greet you. You will see 
around you our people, not as many as 
we were in the. years.that have passed. 
In the sunrise of your country’s his- 
tory, we were on the shore of the dis- 
tant ocean to welcome your fathers. 
Then we were many and you were few. 
Now in this new land, where in a few 
short weeks our life as a nation must 
cease, we are few <.1d you are many. 

“We shall live in the hope that the 
parsing away of the different tribes, or 
nations, as a distinct people, will not 
be written in history as a tragedy but 
as a new birth which will bring to my 
people blessings such as you enjoy. 

“The polished and educated man with 
Indian blood in his veins who advo- 
cates the removal of restrictions from 
the lands of my ignorant people, apart 
from governmental regulations, is only 
reaching for gold to ease his itching 
palms, and our posterity will remember 
him only for his avarice and his treach- 
ery.” 

Irrigation Boon to Farmer. 

F. H. Newell, director of the Recla- 
mation Service, told of what had been 
done in the way of irrigation. He said 
in part: 

“A decide€ tmpetus has been given 
the rapid development of the West by 
the operation of the Reclamation Serv- 
ice, which began in 1902 to subjugate 
vast areas of the great Amcrican desert. 

“fn this brief space of time nearly 
$40,000,000 has been expended on 26 great 
irrigation works in 16 states and terri- 
tories, in the construction of huge ma- 
sonry dams, in broad canals and reser- 
voirs of enormous capacities. Severa) 
of these works are completed and are 
supplying today water to thousands of 
acres of land. 

“The present plans of the bureau pro- 
vide for the expenditure of nearly $100,- 
000,000 and the reclamation of more than 
$,000,000 acres, an area larger than the 
combined cultivated acreage of Massa-
